ASCH FOLLOWS THINKING © © 
OF REFORM, CALLED GREAT 


NEW YORK (NJP)—Sholem Asch, the Jewish novelist who 
has been under bitter attack for his delineation of Christianity in 
his novels, “is right in line with the best thinking of Liberal Juda- 
ism in ou time,” Rabbi Maurice J. Bloom told his congregation at 
services last Saturday. Rabbi Bloom said Asch was “probably the 


greatest living Jewish writer of 
our time.” 

Referring to the “fierce attack” 
on Asch, Rabbi Bloom termed 
them “completely unjustified, es- 
pecially from the viewpoint of 
Liberal Judaism with which Sho- 
lem Asch had associated himself 
for the past 20 years.” 

“It is one thing,” he continued, 
“to say that Sholem Asch was 
not an Orthodox Jew, but quite 
another to say that either he or 
his works were un-Jewish.” 

Rabbi Bloom attributed to Asch 
the “new ang friendlier relation- 
ship between Chirstianity and 
Judaism for the past generation.” 

“The fact,” he added, “that the 
common origins of both religions 
are so widely known is largely 
due to the popularity of Mr. 
Asch’s books which are steeped 
in the finest Jewish tradition and 
which show no unfairness either 
to Judaism or to Christianity. 
What great scholars like the late 
Solomon Schecter, Joseph Ja- 
cobs and Professor Klausner of 
Jerusalem did in the scholarly 
world were largely matched by 
Asch’s contribution in the artis- 
tic world.”

RCA SHUNS HOT ISSUE; 
ALLIANCE UPHOLDS: SPLIT 


WASHINGTON, D.C. (NJP)— 
The issue splitting the Orthodox 
rabbinate of the United States, 
over participation in organiza- 
tions in which Reform and Con- 
servative rabbis hold member- 
ships, was not debated at the 
convention here this week of the 
Rabbinical Council of America 
(RCA). 

Although Dr. Samuel Belkin, 
president of Yeshiva U., and Dr. 
Joseph B. Soloveitchik, of Boston, 
who are supposed to be on op- 
posite sides of the Issue, were 
on the program for addresses 
Tuesday night, neither spoke. Dr. 
Belkin was forced to cancel his 
talk, and the speech of Dr. Solo- 
veitchik was to have been deliv- 
ered Wednesday night. 

However, The POST was as- 
sureg that the controversial sub- 
ject would not be brought up. 
At present the Halacha Commit- 
tee of the RCA, which is headed 
by Dr. Soloveitchik and whose 
vice-chairman is Dr, Belkin, is 
studying the proposal to with- 
draw from such joint rabbinical 
associations. 

When the decision will be ren- 
dered by the laws commitee could 
not be learned. 

The nominating committee had 
unanimously reported the name 
of Rabbi Solomon Sharfman, of 
Young Israel of Flatbush, Brook- 
lyn, for the presidency of the 
RCA to succeeg Rabbi David B. 
Hollander.

CLEVELAND (NJP) — Quick 
intervention by police who came 
upon the scene saved two more 
Jewish boys from a beating from 
three young hoodlums near the 
Telse Yeshiva here. The would-be 
attack followeq within a week 
the serious beating suffered by 
four Jewish boys, one of whom 
was hospitalized. All the Jewish 
youths are students at Telshe 
Yeshiva. 

The case of the three hoodlums 
in the most recent attack has not 
yet come before the courts. But 
in the first attack, the eldest 
youth, who gave his age as 18, 
was fined $200 and costs and sen- 
tenced to six months in the work- 
house.

GREENFIELD PARK, N.Y. 
(NJP)—The Rabbinical Alliance 
of America, one of three major 
Orthodox rabbinical groups, up- 
held the ruling of 11 heads of 


Yeshivas barring Orthodox rab- 
bis from participating in rabbin- 
ical associations with Reform and 
Conservative rabbis at its con- 
vention here. 

In a resolution, the convention 
termed the decision which has 
split the Orthodox rabbinate of 
America “an _ historic turning 
point in the course of Orthodoxy 
on the American scene.” 

After electing Rabbi Ralph 
Pelcowitz, of Congregation Knes- 
Seth Israel, Long Island, as pres- 
ident, the convention deplored at- 
tempts “to form rabbinic sem- 
inaries in Israel which are char- 
acterizeg by forms which deviate 
from the traditional concept of 
Judaism.” (The Hebrew Union 
College-Jewish Institute of Re- 
ligion is planning to build a 
school in Jerusalem.) 

The convention was invited to 
send a fact-finding committee “to 
explore the religious situation in 
Israel and to help in the solution 
of some of the major religious 
problems confronting the Israeli 
populace,” by Semah Hyman, Is- 
rael consul general in New York. 
He charged that the Orthcdox 
were guilty by default in failing 
to provide religious teachers and 
trainers for Morrocan Jewry.

The moe 
ment each individual rabbi can 
proclaim with a straight face to 
his congregation that ‘I am the 
Law,’ setting himself up as his 
own authority in basic religious 
issues, utter anarchy reigns in 
Orthodox life.” 

The Rabbinical Alliance of 
America, which is also opposed 
to mixed organizations of rabbis, 
called on the Rabbinical Coun- 
cil of America to uphold the ban 
on such groups. 

The Rabbinical Council, hows 
ever, has taken the _ position 
that in view of the importance 
of the issue, the question should 
not be decided until after long 
deliberation.

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Any Part of Pigs 
To Be Available In 
Any Part of Israel

JERUSALEM—It is quite apparent that pigs will be raised in 
Israel and ham and bacon will be sold in Tel Aviv, Haifa, and 
Jerusalem for a long time to come, if not permanently. 

For the first time all Mapai members of the Knesset were 
ordered to vote against the limitation of pig raising and pig sell- 


ing law. 

When the question came up 
ever a year ago Mapai permit- 
ted her members to vote as they 
chose, labeling the question a 
matter of personal conscience, 
Many Mapai and _ irreligious 
members of the Knesset voted 
with the Orthodox. 


THAT, HOWEVER, was at a 
time when the General Zionist 
were partners in the government 
coalition and many of them vot- 
ed against the pig limitation law. 
Now, however, when the General 
Zionists who are not in the coali- 
tion, as also the Herut party, are 
supporting the pig limitation law, 
Mapai has found it necessary to 
impose strict discipline on the 
issue. 

The pig limitation law, which 
was presented by the three re- 
ligious parties, called for permit- 
ting pig raising and selling to 
certain sections of the country, 
principally in the Nazareth area. 
The law was defeated, 48 to 29. 


THE OPPOSITION to the law 
was carried by Ben-Gurion him- 
self, who said that if God saw 
fit to tell Noah to take pigs into 
the ark with him who are we to 
ban them from being raised in 
Israel. 

Ben-Gurion agreed that pig 
raising should be curtailed to an 
extent, and announced that the 
government was preparing a law 
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which would turn over to the city 
municipalities the authority to 
outlaw the raising or selling of 
pigs. Such a city authority law 
was proposeg by Moshe Shapiro, 
minister of religious affairs and 
head of the Hapoel Hamizrachi 
(Orthodox Labor) party. The 
two agudah parties oppose the 
city authority law claiming that 
pig breeders could raise the swine 
right outside the city and easily 
make it available in all the ma- 
jor cities. 


THE SITUATION has the anti- 
hog-raising groups furious, who 
point to Mapai MK Mair Agrov, 
who once led an _ independent 
committee to abolish pig raising 
in Israel. Mr, Agrov based his 
reasons not on religious grounds 
but on historical ones, claiming 
that the pig was the symbol of 
our servitude under the Romans 
who trieg to force us to eat it 
and worship it. 

No doubt there will be some 
kind of law passed within the 
next few weeks, but it is more 
than likely not to alter the situa- 
tion very much ang any part of 
the pig will be obtainable in any 
part of Israel. 


FIGHT LOOMS 
OVER BUSES 
ON SABBATH 


TEL AVIV, Israel (NJP)—The 
next outbreak of Orthodox, non- 
Orthodox conflict over Sabbath 
observance is very likely to be 
over the bus system in Tel Aviv. 
Buses now leave the central bus 
terminal anywhere from two to 
four hours before the Sabbath 
is over. 

Dispatchers at the bus depot 
claim that if they wait until the 
exact moment when the Sabbath 
is over they have a mass of thou- 
sands of people trying to enter 
the buses. They also claim that 
even under present arrangement 
the area becomes so congested 
that sometimes the buses are 
blocked from leaving. 

Orthodox groups admit to the 
problem but claim that the law 





| must be upheld and buses should 


not leave the depot before the 
Sabbath is over. The first vio- 
lence occurred last Saturday 
when Orthodox crowds tried to 
stop the buses from leaving the 
depot. 





FILM ON TV 97 TIMES 

NEW YORK—“ ,, . And They 
Met in Galilee,” an Israel govern- 
ment tourist film, was shown on 
97 TV stations in the United 
States from the time of its re- 
lease, Dec. 1, 1955, till March 31.

Israelis Go Wild Over Lionel Hampton, Jazz 


By LEO HEIMAN 

HAIFA (NJP)—The American 
Negro bandleader Lionel] Hamp- 
ton loves Israel and Israel just 
loves him. This is the main eon- 
clusion of Hampton’s current 
visit to Israel. 

As a matter of fact, this Amer- 
ican Negro is so popular in the 
Jewish state that it would be no 
exaggeration to say that he could 
have been elected to the Knesset 
had he chosen to become an Is- 
raeli citizen (and there are ru- 
mors that Hampton is, consider- 
ing accepting Israeli citizenship 
and settling in Israel). 

PLAYING TO enthusiaStic au- 
diences in Israel, Hampton had 
to be escorted by strong police 
details to and from jazz cencerts 
to prevent overenthusiastic fans 
from tearing him to pleces. 

In the beginning, police riot 
squads had to be called out to 
stop the rioting Hampten fans 
from breaking down the concert 


halls. The fans refused to leave 
at the end of each concert and 
would demolish the place in their 
frenzy. 

Calling in the police did not al- 
ways help either, because Israeli 
police are human after ali, and 
after being carried away by 
Hampton’s hot crazy rhythms, 
they usually joined the wildly en- 
thusiastic audiences in clapping 
hands in unison, stomping feet 
like mad and yelling at the top 
of their voices, 

FINALLY, AFTER long days 
of trial and error, Hampton hit 
upon a foolproof method of 
clearing the concert halls after 
each show. At the end of each 
of his concerts, when his fans 
were at their wildest, he’d signal 
his men, who rose as one and 
the entire band began playing 
the Israeli National Anthem, Ha- 
tikvah. 

This always hag a calming ef- 
fect upon the wildest audiences,

out in a more or less orderly way 
at the end, after giving Hampton 
a final ovation. 

The Negro bandleader got un- 
usually good press reviews in Is- 
rael, with the biggest newspapers 
giving him more space and a big- 
ger playup than the Israeli gov- 
ernment ministers or major po- 
litical affairs, 


HAMPTON is a personal friend 
of Israel’s chief rabbi, Rabbi Itz- 


hak Herzog, and israel’s chief of 
general staff, Maj. Gen. Moshe 
Dayan. Chief Rabbi Herzog re- 
ceived Hampton at his Jerusalem 
residence on Shavuot eve and 
prayed with him, giving the 
Christian Negro bandleader his 
personal Hebrew Bible as a gift. 

When he was in Israel for the 
first time about a year and a half 
ago, Hampton was blessed by 
Rabbi Herzog, and he believes 
that it was this blessing which 
saved him from certain death 
when the car he was traveling in 
New Mexico overturned while go- 
ing 85 miles an hour. 


HAMPTON WAS thrown 20 
feet into the air and was not 
killed, thanks to Rabbi Herzog’s 
blessing, he says. Therefore, as 
soon as he got to Israel, he went 
to. Jerusalem, and wearing a blue 
and white skullcap, prayed with 
Rabbi Herzog ang talked with 
hom about religion and Judaism. 

One of Hampton's singers, Rob- 
ert Mosley, sang Negro spirituals 
for Rabbi Herzog, and the Negro 
bandleader received another 
blessing from the chief rabbi, fol- 
lowing which Hampton an- 
nounced his decision to serve the 
Israel Army if and when war 
breaks out. 

As soon as it gets hot here, he 
declared, you can count on me 
to get to Israel, and I’ll do here 
two things: One, I’ll play for the

Here’s A Good Tip On 
How To Make A Fortune

HAIFA—The trip home from the office tonight is accelerated 
by the eager anticipation of an Oriental supper. The children 
have been complaining that it has been several days since they 
have been fed a “native” meal, and so the good and patient lady 
of the house has agreed to cater to their recently developed Middle 
Eastern tastes. There was a time when we grown-ups used to 
tolerate these special diets with some difficulty, but our own pal- 
ates have now become accustomed to the special tastes, and though 
we may not admit it to the children, we have come to like the 
stuff ourselves. 

Tonight’s piece de resistance will be humus with techinah. 
Suitably forewarned, the housewife must shop the day before 
and set the proper quantity of chick-peas soaking over night. The 
mext day they are subjected to pressure cooking for 30 minutes 
(an hour if there has been no pre-soaking period), and the whole 
mess is then pureed. The result: Humus. ~ 


THE PROPER SAUCE to go with it is composed of sesame oil, 
garlic, parsley, lemon juice, salt, and other miscellaneous spices 
which happen to be on hand. But preparation is only one-half the 
story. These foods are to be eaten in a certain way, too. The 
humus is smeared over the surface of a flat plate, the size of a

saucer or somewhat larger. 
ered, so that no trace of the plate is visible. 
is then poured into the center. 

As every good gourmet knows, it is strictly forbidden to use 
knife, spoon, or any other utensil. One uses pittah. This is the 
fiat, round Arab breads, rather doughy. They are hollow inside, 
giving them a pouch-like effect when cut in half, and indeed an- 
other favorite dish here is falafel, served in the pittah pouches. 

Tourists will see us native Israelis walking-the streets un- 
ashamedly eating falafels. They are sold at street corner stands 
with all the popularity of hot dogs in America. 


BUT LET'S GET BACK to our supper. The baking of the 
pittah loaves is still an Arab monopoly, and the food is not avail- 
groceries or bakeries which serve Jewish clientele 
exclusively. For our Oriental meal to be a success we must have 
pittah, so the more advance shopping must be done. The diner 
Seizes the pittah, tears off a sizeable chunk, and then using it as 
combination and fork, up portions of the humus, 
liberally mixed with the techinah sauce. The pittah also serves 
admirably to wipe the soggy mess completely off the plate, leav- 


able at most 


spoon SCOOPS 


ing a dish whicn looks suspiciously as if one had run his tongue | 


carefully over every inch of surface. 

Humus comes with a side-dish, usually French-fried potatoes, 
known, English style, simply as chips. The sizzling of the deep- 
fat-fried chips, heard from the kitchen, 1s a welcome sound to 
the humus-fressers. Chips is a good English word, of course, but 
it has become part of the Hebrew vocabulary. Some literary pur- 
ists have preferred to give it a Hebrew plural ending, tacked 
right on to the English word, so it is now more commonly called 
chipsim. And some who like to pretend to familiarity with the 
English language, turn the word back into an English plural, 
oblivious of the fact that it is already twice plural—and call them 
chipsims! 

HUMUS CAN BE SERVED as an entree, or it can be the main 
dish itself. Perhaps it does not sound very attractive, when read 
about in cold print like this. Nor will it prove especially appetiz- 
ing the first two or three times you eat it. But I can guarantee 
that thereafter you will find a craving for it slowly developing— 
a craving which you may not always be willing to control. 

Some day an enterprising ex-Israeli is going to open a corner 
stand in Times Square or at Coney Island, specializing in falafel 
or humus and techinah, and then beware. The thing may start 
very slowly at first, but eventually it will become a craze which 
will sweep America and revolutionize the nation’s eating habits. 
When you hear of the first such stand being opened, take my ad- 
vice: Buy heavily in stocks of chick-peas and sesame oil. You'll 
make a fortune.

When 
the mixture resembles a coarse 
meal, blend in the. cottage cheese. 
Roll out on a well-floured board 
or pastry cloth ang cut into 
strips, squares, rounds or trian- 
gles. Bake on ungreased brown 
paper for five minutes at 500 de- 
rees or until light brown. If de- 
sired, brush with egg yolk be- 
fore baking for a glaze. The 
dough may be kept in the re- 
frigerator if well wrapped. It will 
keep at least a week.

delegates and they rejected meosi 
of them. 

NOW AS to Dr. Bergmann. 

I first met him in Rehovot, at 
the Weizmann Institute in April, 
1948, where Weisgal sent me from 
Tel Aviv. “Shall I explain in He- 
brew or in English?” Bergmann 
asked me. 

I told him I was equally fluent 
in both languages and equally 
ignorant of the scientific termi- 
nology of either. 

He started in Hebrew and went 
over to English. “Better speak 
Hebrew,” I asked him. I found 
it easier to penetrate the thick 


German accent of his Hebrew 
than the thicker one of his Eng- 
lish, 

ANYWAY, IT was a fascinat- 
ing talk. Maybe I like him so 
much because once, on another 
of my visits to Rehovot, he gave 
me his own lunch, prepared for 
him in a neat package in his study 
room, Which requires greater 
generosity than just taking out 
a guy to lunch. At the time, he 
was scientific director ef the Sieff 
Institute (part of the Weizmann 
Institute) and Weizmann’s close 
associate. He was evidently very 
fong of Weizmann personally, al- 
though he did not share all of 
Weizmann’s political views. But 
that is something which ought 
to be left to a discussion some 
years hence. 

In 1951 Bergmann left the 
Weizmann Institute to take up 
a position with the Hebrew Uni- 
versity in Jerusalem, where he 
still serves as professor of organ- 
ic chemistry. He also serves as 
head of the scientific division of 
the Israel Defense Ministry. He 
is chairman of Israel’s Atomic 
Energy Commission Israel’s 
Lewis L. Strauss—but I am sure 
a better scientist and certainly a 


better Jew and a finer human 
being. I notice he is also presi- 
dent of the World Union of Jew- 
ish Students, 

WHEN BERGMANN recently 
concluded his tour of the United 
States, the American Friends of 
the Hebrew University arranged 
a press luncheon for him. That 
was several weeks ago, Every 
one present was captivated by 
him, askeq him many questions 
in public and in private. And 
yet the press wrote little about 
what he had to say. 

Nevertheless, what he said was 
of extreme importance. There is 
the scientific study of how much 
water each plant needs to grow, 
so as to husband Israel’s meager 
water resources. 

It makes all the difference in 
the world whether the Eric John- 
ston plan, once adopted, will be 
used to irrigate enough land to 
grow foog for two million, three 
million or six million people in 
Israel. The amount of water can 
hardly be increased. The best use 
of it depends largely on brains 
such as Bergmann’s. 

Can Israel produce an atomic 
bomb? Yes, says Bergmann, we 
have the know-how, but the costs

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Police Nab 6 With Hate Literature, Find KKK Hood, Dynamite, Nude Phofos

CHARLOTTE, N. C. (NJP) — When local po- 


lice arrested six men in a sweeping crackdown on 
pate literature here last week, they uneovered some 
interesting tie-ins. 3 

They discovered connections between anti-Jew- 
ish “hate literature” and the Ku Klux Klan, the 
State’s Rights League and the North Carolina 
Patriots, an organization similar in some respects 
to the citizens’ councils of some Southern states. 

THEY FOUND, along with plates ef a diatribe 
against the Anti-Defamation League, nude photo- 
graphs and plates of pornographic literature. 

They found, in the home of the admitted printer 
of the hate literature, dynamite, weapons and a Ku 


The six men were arrested for conspiracy to 
violate a state law banning distribution of unsigned 
defamatory material. A similar local law recently 
banned such unsigned material in Charlotte. 

In reply to this new local law, the hate-printers 
struck back with a pamphlet headed, “ADL Ter- 
ror” and sub-headed “Anti-Defamation League Hits 
Charlotte, N. C.” 

The pamphlet charged that the ADL is “the 
American Jewish Gestapo of Secret Police and an 
offspring of B’nai B’rith, a so-called brotherhood 
of Jews.” 

The pamphlet singled out Alfred E. Smith, a 
local jeweler and chairman of the local ADL, for 
attack. ; 


they found the printing press, 
at a State’s Rights League meeting and a roster 
of members, applications and memberships in the 
Ku Klux Klan (some with cash fees attached), nude 
photos and pornography and some publicity ma- 
terial prepared for news release by the North 
Carolina Patriots. 

THEY ALSO found much literature attacking 
Negroes and the National Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Colored People. ‘ 

The charge of conspiracy against the six “men 
carried a possible penalty of two years’ imprison- 
ment and/or a fine, maximum $2,000.

On Becoming a Doctor 

They tell the story of the Or- 
thodox Jewish woman in a town 
On the Polish-German border who 
came to the newly appointed 
community rabbi to ask whether 
a goose which had been slaugh- 
tered by the shochet was kosher, 
The newly appointed rabbi was a 
doctor of philosophy, a title of 
which he was unduly proud. But 
not so proud as his German- 
born Shammas, 

When the pious woman asked 
to see the rabbi, the shammas 
corrected her and admonished her 
to address the rabbi as “Herr 
Doctor.” The woman, undoubted- 
ly filled with anxiety over the 
dubious goose, held obstinately 
to her intention to see the “rab- 
bi.” 

“No, you mean the Herr Doc- 
tor.”” insisted the shammas. 

Finally in impatience of spir- 
it, the woman burst out. “The 
goose is dead; I need a rabbi, 
not a doctor.” 

Since Judaism, while ailing, has 
a fighting chance, it is appropri- 
ate that rabbis become doctors, 
Perhaps this is one of the back- 
ground reasons which impel the 
average Reform Jew to cali his 
rabbi doctor. Of course, we know 
that awkwardness towarg the 
term ‘rabbi’ also accounts for 
the use of the term “doctor,” 
even for the student rabbi. There 
may be something of the same 
eomplex here which impels the 
Southerner to call a Negro “Per- 
fessor” rather than “Mister.” 

Perhaps also there is a dawn- 
ing recognition on the part of the 
eommunity that he who ministers 
to the soul also ministers to the 
body. The priestly “laying on of 
hands” has come full cycle. Pray- 
ers, blessings, ethical instruction, 
homely counsel, pastoral visiting 
have become materia medica and 
more and more people regard the 
rabbis and the doctors as en- 
gaged in the same vocation of 
healing. 

After 27 years as a rabbi, I 
don’t know whether my degree 
of doctor of divinity will give 
added weight to my ministra- 
tions. I shall consider the degree 
as a gracious recognition on the 
part of my alma mater that one 
ean write as effective a thesis in 
the lives of the people of his com- 
munity as in the pages of a book.

RESTRAINT URGED ON COUNCIL 


When the New York Board of Rabbis 
asked the rabbis of the United States 
recently to append their name to a state- 
ment bitterly denouncing the American 
Council for Judaism (NJP, May 11, ’56), 
the Council sent out a letter of its own 
to the nation’s rabbis. Because we did 
not receive a copy of the letter until too 
late for our deadline that week, we 
never printed it in The POST. 

By now there is no news value to the 
letter, but we’re reprinting it in toto 
here for another reason. Here is the 
letter: 


DEAR RABBI: 

The form letter of April 13 signed 
by Rabbi Irving Miller as Chairman of 
the American Zionist Council and urging 
the entire American Rabbinate to sign a 
statement about the American Council 
for Judaism has come to my attention. 
The viciousness of his attack as well as 
its unrabbinical and irreligious spirit must 
be apparent to you. It is not our present 
intention to reply to this misrepresenta- 
tion of the Council’s position. 

For many years the Council has 
struggled to establish the fact that its 
principles (stated briefly below) — dia- 
metrically different from those of political 
Zionism—are a valid and honorable part 
of the traditions of Judaism and of 
American Jews. Rabbi Miller’s request to 
you to regard with deep seriousness the 
debate in which the Council is engaged 
is precisely what the Council hopes Amer- 
ican Jews will do. For the question of 
whether Jews are a religious or a na- 
tional group in the United States and the 
consequent attitudes they express and 
actions they take with regard to Israel 
are, in our opinion, the most fundamental 
questions confronting American Jews to- 
day. 

I am sure that before you either sign 
or refuse to sign the statement prepared 
by the Zionist Emergency Council you 
will examine the record of the Council, at 
first hand, in order to be sure you possess 
all the facts. 

It is my further hope that you may 
agree to the importance of a decision on 


the fundamental questions raised by the 
Council. I trust your congregation will 
want more discussion of this problem in 
a truly democratic pattern by presenting 
both sides. The officers of the Council 
and our capable staff will be happy to co- 
operate either in supplying speakers or 
literature or in any other way which may 
serve the generally desirable end of a 
wider distribution of the facts as to the 
position of the Council as well as the sub- 
stance of the debate.

Our point is that this is a letter 
showing considerable restraint. Here is 
the Council attempting to gain a posi- 
tion by intelligent reasoning instead of 
by attacking the Jews of the United 
States. 

A plea often voiced here is that the 
Council has a wide field in which to op- 
erate, and could convince any number 
of United States Jews of the validity of 
its position if only it would carry on its 
propaganda to the Jews of the United 
States, and not to the non-Jews, and at 
the same time would limit its campaign 
so that it would no longer base its ap- 
proach on the charge of the disloyalty 
of United States Jewry. 

The disloyalty accusation alienates 
even those Jews who, though not sym- 
pathetic to Zionism, don’t want to have 
anything to do with people who resort 
to such tactics. 

We hate to be giving advice to the 
Council, but we think our logic is sound. 
The Council’s membership today is about 
what it has been for a number of years. 
Even though the enrolled Zionist num- 
bers have fallen, the membership rolls 
of the Council have not risen. The rea- 
son we believe is that the Council’s pro- 
gram has put it outside of the pale of 
respectability in the Jewish community. 


NO NEED TO MANIPULATE FIGURES 


You’ve all heard the comment that 
figures don’t lie but that figures can be 
manipulated, and we want to challenge 
the exaggeration of Dr. Leo Honor on 
the question of the inadequate salaries 
paid Hebrew School teachers. 

In a speech to the nation’s Jewish 
education (NJP, June 1, 1956), Dr. Honor 
asserted that there are still some com- 
munities which were paying a beginning 
teacher with a temporary license less 
than $2,000 a year. This, no doubt, is 
accurate as far as it goes. But it tends 
to give a false picture of actual condi- 
tions. 

In that same issue of The POST were 
any number of classified advertisements 
from Jewish communities seeking He- 
brew teachers, and we doubt if any were 
prepared to offer less than $4,000 a year, 
with most ready to pay $4,500 and even 
$5,000 for capable teachers. 

Dr. Honor knew this as well as we 
do, but evidently he used the low fig- 
ures for emphasis. 

An analysis will no doubt show that 
perhaps in large Jewish centers in the 
East, such as New York City, the pay 
scale is lower than in communities away 
from New York. Had Dr. Honor made 
this explanation, and then declared that 
the beginning scale for a licensed teacher 
in a city like Indianapolis is $4,200 and 
more, he would have been more accurate. 


Although figures of $4,000 and $5,000 
compare favorably with salaries earned 
by public and high school teachers, they 
still are inadequate, and this accounts 
in part for the acute shortage of Hebrew 
teachers throughout the United States 
Jewish community. 

There is a crisis. In a prior editorial 
on the same subject, we took a general 
position that until the Jewish community 
accorded the Hebrew School teacher the 
kind of honor such a servant deserved, 
then the shortage of Hebrew teachers 
would hardly be alleviated. 

The same kind of shortage exists in 
the rabbinate, where the salary scale, 
especially among the Reform and the 
Conservative, averages at least $10,000 
a year. 

So that high salaries alone is not the 
whole answer. 

The Jewish community today relates 
success with the ability to amass the 
dollar. The Jewish community of more 
healthier days made the scholar high 
man on the totem pole. The Jewish stu- 
dent was the elite of the community, not 
the man who drove a Cadillac. 

Slowly the Jewish community’s scale 
of values is being revised, and as we 
proceed along this path, we will begin 
to attract into teaching and rabbinical 
positions more of our devoted and loyal 
sons and daughters.

We Are People Who 
Love An Argument

We are.a people who love a 
good argument, Dispute is the 
abrasive on which we have sharp. 
ened the keen edge of our minds, 

I remember the Jewish intel. 
lectual who would confront the 
stranger who came to sip tea 
with his bagel at the Royal cafe 
on New York’s Second ave. with 
the challenge: “Do you believe in 
God or don’t you? Take your 
side. Let’s have an argument.” 

STILL, WE make a distinction 
between disputations that are 
for the sake of heaven and those 
that are not, The first category 
includes those which benefit the 
mind by clarifying confusion and 
the community by resolving is- 
sues, The second category in- 
cludes those which merely satis- 
fy .the aggressions of power. 
seekers and leave the communi- 
ty scarred and divided. 

The rebellion of Korah, Dathan 
and Abiram described in’ this 
sedra is definitely of the second 
class. It was prompted by sheer 
personal envy of Moses and his 
growing stature as a leader. It 
was prompted by jealousy of 
Aaron and his assumption of the 
priestly prerogatives. 

IT IS HARD to believe, now 
that the ages have crystallized 
the authoritarian images of 
Moses and Aaron, that there was 
a time when dissident groups 
could confront these dignitaries 
with the rebuke: “Rav lehem— 
ye take too much upon your- 
selves, gentlemen!” 

In the process of rebuilding 
the damaged reputation and pres- 
tiges of the great leaders, until 
they assumed the untouchability 
of the Hagada or of Maimonides’ 
“Thirteen -Principles,” the rabbis 
found it necessary to fabricate 
details revealing the venality of 
Korah and his unprincipleq ex- 
ploitation of the ignorance and 
fears of the Israelites, 

THIS SHOULD strike a re- 
sponsive chord in our American 
population subjected to the same 
kind of double talk and chicanery 
during every national campaign. 

Korah, the rabbis say, used 
every demagogic device. He tried 
to expose Moses’ ignorance of 
the fine points of the law by 
asking him if it was necessary 
to affix a mezuza to a house 
filled with books of the Torah. 
When Moses answered “Yes,” 
Korah exclaimed: “The presence 
of the whole Torah does not ful- 
fill the command, yet thou say- 
est that the few verses in the 
mezuza do make the house kosh- 
er!” 

THEN KORAH accused Moses 
and Aaron of designing the laws 
forbidding the hitching of an ox 
and an ass, the planting of mixed 
seed, the leaving of the corners 
of the field to the poor, the tithe 
ang the offering of the firstlings 
of the flock as deliberate taxing 
devices by which the poor farmer 
would be squeezeq out ‘of exist- 
ence. They even told the par- 
able of a poor widow farmer who 
had been stripped of her last 
ewe lamb by these varied manip- 
ulative taxes—all in order to fill 
the coffers of Moses and Aaron. 

The people fell for this dem- 
agogic eyewash and Moses, the 
story tells us, had to take severe 
measures against these disrup- 
tive forces, 

Fortunately, while Korah was 
silenceg rather dramatically, the 
right to protest and to speak one’s 
ming was not. And we are still 
people who love an argument.

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ADL Director Refutes Charges

Dear Rabbi Goldstein: 

Within the past two days, re- 
ports have reached my desk of 
four malicious and wholly men- 
dacious attacks upon the Anti- 
Defamation League of B'nai 
Brith by spokesmen for the 
American Jewish Congress. The 
principal conduit for these at- 
tacks has been Rabbi Isaac Tou- 
bin, acting director of the Con- 
gress. He made his attacks in 
a speech before the New Haven 
Jewish Community Council, in 
an interview with The National 
Jewish POST, and in a letter to 
a community leader. 

There has also come to our 
attention a letter of inquiry to 
a community leader from Judge 
Justine W. Polier which includes 
the same loaded and unfounded 
charges. 

I am writing to you as presi- 
dent of the American Jewish 
Congress and therefore the of- 
ficer ultimately responsible for 
the actions of your acting direc- 
tor. We must assume he speaks 
officially, unless you say other- 
wise, because the news release 
and the letters that were brought 
to my attention are on the of- 
ficial stationery of your organ- 
ization. 

Rabbi Toubin publicly accuses 
the Anti-Defamation League and 
B'nai B’rith of not having spoken 
out or passed resolutions on the 
issues of segregation and civil 
rights since we appeared as 
amicus curiae in the segrega- 
tion cases before the U. S. Su- 
preme Court; he further charges 
that our Southern constituency 
has not accepted the Supreme 
Court decision and has notified 
our national board that it would 
not abide by its policies. To this 
I say to you that either Rabbi 
Toubin is totally uninformed or 
he is wilfully ignoring the facts 
and is spearheading a_ vicious 
attack upon ADL. He talks 
unctuously of “morality” at the 
very moment he is spreading 
falsehood; he talks of respon- 
sible leadership when he is guilty 
of irresponsible smart-aleckism; 
he asks for consultation on these 
issues when his purposes are 


patently disruptive and 
seeking. 

We, in the past—indeed, with- 
in the past two weeks—sat down 
te discuss serious community 
problems with Rabbi Toubin. 
How can’ we continue to do this 
with confidence when his actions 
are marked by such _ irrespon- 
sibility ? 

The criticism of ADL by Rabbi 
Toubin is based on the thesis 
that such deadly serious situa- 
tions as those raised by the de- 
segregation decisions can be 
dealt with by passing resolu- 
tions, making speeches, issuing 
statements to the press and 
shouting from the _ house-tops. 
ADL, while speaking out vigor- 
ously whenever the _ occasion 
calls for it, builds its program 
on group and social action de- 
signed to ameliorate and solve 
human relations problems, not 
to exacerbate them. 

I want to give you direct an- 
swers to the false charges made 
by Rabbi Toubin: 

1—The last annual meeting 

of ADL was held a year 
ago. Resolutions were 
passed and publicized on 
the Southern situation 
and on civil rights mat- 
ters. Similar resolutions 
were also passed and 
publicized at the more 
recent meeting of our Na- 
tional Executive Com- 
mittee. 

2—The Triennial Convention 

of B’nai B’rith also passed 
and publicized resolutions 
on these issues. 

3—The action of our South- 

ern Regional ADL Board 
was not at all what Rabbi 
Toubin says it was. The 
Southern Board has ex- 
pressed itself as wholly 
in agreement with the 
ADL national policy 
against segregation. It 
has not asked ADL to 
discontinue its action pro- 
gram in this area or to 
maintain silence. Further- 
more, it maintains an im- 
portant and vigorous pro- 
gram of its own designed 
to deal effectively with 
the desegregation process 
in a manner that will pre- 
vent violence and_ dis- 


self-

order. This program is 
consonant with the na- 
tional program. They are 
doing something construc- 
tive. They believe, as we 
also do, that the issuance 
of public statements alone 
serves no_ constructive 
purpose unless’ coupled 
with positive steps. (Par- 
enthetically, in Florida, 
only ADL publicly com- 
mended the one Florida 
congressman who did not 
sign the Southern mani- 
festo.) 

I enumerate for your briefly 
only a few of the actions, activ- 
ities and programs which ADL 
has undertaken in this area of 
our interest since the United 
States Supreme Court decision: 

1—Within the past two years, 

three issues of our na- 
tional publication, The 
Facts, have been entirely 
devoted to the Citizens 
Councils and the problems 
of desegregation, especial- 
ly as they relate to the 
activities of professional 
bigots. The ADL Bulle- 
tin, our official organ, has 
published innumerable ar- 
ticles on desegregation, 
most recently in the is- 
sues of Novémber, 1955, 
and February, 1956. Both 
of these publications — 
one has a circulation of 
over 100,000 — regularly 
go to countless leaders in 
government, press. and 
clergy and represent of- 
ficial statement of ADL 
policy. 

2—Within the past year, ADL 

has publicly conducted a 
national conference on 
human relations educa- 
tion and a_ half-dozen 
regional conferences, all 
of which dealt with segre- 
gation. A | Southern 
Regional Conference for 
which we received a Fund 
for the Republic grant, is 
scheduled to be held June 
15-16 at the University 
of Oklahoma. It will con- 
cern itself almost exclu- 
sively with the matter of 
desegregation. 

3—This past month, ADL 

conducted a panel at the

relations. During these three 
days we discussed various forms 
of discrimination in employment 
opportunities in the federal gov- 
ernment, especially vis a vis the 
Negro. 

It was a shock, therefore, when 
I opened The National Jewish 
POST to read the article by Leo 
Heiman with a Tel Aviv date 
line headed “Colored Jews Feel 
Sting of Prejudice in Tel Aviv 
Housing.” 

I have just acquired an Israeli 
son-in-law, a practicing attorney 
in Tel Aviv. He ang his parents, 
who have lived in Israel since 
1933, are all at present my house 
guests and I discussed this arti- 
cle with them. They all agree 
that while the situation may be 
a little over-played in the article, 
that it was true and reflected 


housing conditions in Tel Aviv. 

This was a terrible letdown for 
me. While I visited in Israel 
twice, I never noticed such dis- 
crimination. To think that in the 
land of the Bible, in our home- 
land, Jews woulq discriminate 
against other Jews on the basis 
of shade or color of their skin, 
whether it be in housing or any 
other field, is almost unbelieva- 
ble. I am beginning to think that 
what we are creating in Israe! 
is not a nation living in accord- 
ance with the tenets of our an- 
cient religion but another Levan- 
tine state afflicted with all the 
disabilities and discriminations 
existing in other nearby states 
as well as in countries through- 
out the world. 

We Jews are working diligent- 
ly to eliminate discrimination of 
all forms in the United States. 
Can we sit by idly and tolerate 
or preteng not to be aware of 
such rank discrimination in hous- 
ing—and I am told in other fields 
such” as employment—in Israel 
and say or do nothing concerning 
it? I wonder?

school and community programs 
which we carry out throughout 
the country, not least in the 
South. Our Educational] Depart- 
ment and our six regional ADL 
offices in the South provide con- 
sultative services to hehdreds 


of school systems, carry on 
local programs throughout. the 
country. In the South, they 


have helped particularly and ex- 
tensively to make the transition 
from segregation to desegrega- 
tion in the schools. Outstanding 
has been our work in the State 
of Maryland, in Chattanooga, 
Raleigh, and Washington, D.C. 
In the nation’s capital, our work 
is especially recognized in the 
report of the school system on 
how the city’s schools were de- 
segregated. 

We point to this evidence of 
our work with pride. ADL has 
been constructive, - diligent and 
effective in helping the nation 
meet the problems raised by the 
Supreme Court decision. We 
have kept in mind our respon- 
sibility toward the Jewish com- 
munity and we have been equal- 
ly cognizant of the responsibility 
of the Jewish community to the 
nation. We have not been and 
will not in the future be satis- 
fied with more breast-beating or 
with hollow public pronuncia- 
mentos. 

We believe that the informed 
leadership of the American 
Jewish community is aware of 
this record and has been re- 
sponsive to it. In light of this 
vast and public record of anti- 
segregation activity by the ADL, 
Rabbi Toubin’s false charges ut- 
tered at meetings where he seeks 
to raise funds for the American 
Jewish Congress, compels one 
to the ugliest of conclusions; I 
hesitate even to spell them out. 
I wonder whether Rabbi Tou- 
bin recognizes that unwittingly 
he has joined a strange group 
in American life who are busy 
attacking the ADL. 

I shall look forward to hear- 
ing from you.
